(with one exception about clothing) well satisfied with the treat- 
ment received by them from the Master and Matron; and the In- 
dustrial Farm was in good order. 


Your committee would recommend an easy chair to be purchased 
for the School Master, and also an extra grant of fifty dollars be 
made to the Master for services satisfactorily rendered.
